The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art fails to show or suggest, either singly 
or in combination thereof, a recliner cover assembly for a seat reclining mechanism that 
comprises a housing defined by first and second molded member forming a cavity therebetween 
for the adjustment mechanism, and a shingle cover that is slidably coupled between the molded 
members and coupled to an upper arm of the recliner for movement therewith, such that the 
recliner mechanism is covered as the backrest is tilted.
